When National Preaident Matthew 
Cumminfs and the fiev. Father P. H 
ODonneU, btata i/uaplaia of tbe 
Ancient Order of lUbemiana in 
Maaaachnsetta, made their advent 
into Ireland they were recelTed with 
delight and welcomed aa harbin^^ern 
of peace. In leas than two wi>pks 
tbe tide has turned against them, 
tad now the leaders ot the Irisli 
people would just as soon h.ave both 
of their visitors west i>f tlip Atlantte 
ocean. There are few corrc's^jondeiita 
whose letters are full of more meat 
than those of Hon, T. P. OHJonnor, 
whether he Ulka of the Balkan situ- 
ation or of Iriah aftalrs. His last 
letter to the Chicago Tribna* aajra: 

•The Irishnjen won the big rlctorjr 
in the debate this week, exposing 
the utter breakdown of the Knjflish 
Government in Ireland. One huiiilred 
thousand acres of the best land lias 
been allowed for more than a cen- 
tury to be flooded yearly, with a 
ylMntic destruction of property and 
WKleapread diaaaae. ladeed tiie awful 
dimenaiona of eontuinptlon in Ire- 
land waa proven largely dtie to this 
nefflect of the Oorernment to fulfill 
this most elementary duty to the 
poor. Ireland is closing up its ranks 
more unitedly every day now. nnd 
Redmond and" the other Inaders are 
more hopeful i.ian at any other time 
for years. The only dlaaenaion now 
is occasioned by the preaence in Ire- 
land of Matthew Cumnahiffa, National 
Prealdent of the A, O. H. in the 
United States, who appears to have 
invaded Ireland with tiic ini.-ntion 
to break up the Irish ranks. At first 
the purpose of Cummings was un- 
known, and the Irishroen'.s profoiinrt 
love and j<ratitii(i(> to all .Americans 
induced a lieartv welcome to (uni- 
min^s. When his denunciations of 
the Irish party in a peechea and can- 
ventions in AflWCilT^' 

Cummings' sch^ne 

aad ia now beiof Tahemently de- 
nonBoad." 

Mr, O'Connor wrote the a1>ove from 
London, and usually represents the 
feelinca of the Irish Parliamentary 
party, but there are other Irish 
writera who are still in favor of the 
mlaaion of Mr. Cnmmings and Father 
O'Donnell. The editor of the Dun- 
dalk Democrat bids the people to 
welcome the American envoya to his 
aection and adds: 

"iMany thinking people, ontaide the 
A. O. H. altogether, will wish the en- 
voya Ood-apeed on their mission. 
There are not wantmir siirns of seri- 
ous trouble in Irish national politics 
If certain recent developments arc 
permitted to go unchecked, anl 
have had political trouble enough u 
more <'ould be avoided. The A. O. 

H. in Ireland ough. to be what it 1« 
In Amertea— a great aocUl and 
benevolent aaaoclatlon, not merely a 
political one. If It ie regarded with 
auaplcion and diatmat, and even posi- 
tive hostility. In some parts of 
Ireland; it is becauae certain uivis- 
lons of the order may have opcn used 
by political hacks for the attainment 
of their ends. That ia apparently 
what the American envoys have come 
here to stop. If It be possible. And 
that U one of the moat uaefnl and 
necessary things, from tha atand- 
point of national poUttea, that can 
engage the attmtion of any Iriabman 

todM." - ' ^ 

QuKe a diffwrence ia apparent be- 
tween the opinions of t^e London 
correspondent and the editor of '.le 
Dundalk Democrat. It is to be hoped 
that the mission of the American en- 
voys will result in peace rather than 
in disturbance, «» 

In another part of hia latter Mr. 
O'Connor telle ns: "The real atrugglo 
on the Irish Und bill wlU come In 
Aogoat.

The death of Itichanl H. Shaaley, 
which occurred last Sunday afternoon 
at his home. 124 Kast Chestnut 
street, caused a profound shock to 
hla boat of f rienda, inanjr of whom did 
not even know he was 111. Mr. Shao' 
ley was one of tho flrat realdenta of 
Loniaville to Join the Knights of 
Colnrobus, and that body had charge 
if liis funeral. 

The deceased ic aurvlved by his 
laiiphters, Misses Lucille and Frances 
Shanloy; one sister, Mrs. C. K. Wor- 
rell, and two brothers, .Tames Shan- 
ley, of Fairfield, and Thomas Shaa- 
ley, of Oalaiburg, 111, Mr. .Shanlev 
waa bom at Fairfield forty-five years 
ago, <bnt came to Louisville in 1S79. 
A few yeara later he became the pro- 
prietor ot the Old Bloa House, a 
wholeaala and ratail Hqoor eatablish- 
ment. Afterward he disposed of his 
nterests and formed n partnership 
with John Coleman in the haber- 
lashcry business. Ill health caused 
him to' retire several weeks ago, but 
feiw of hi5) frlenda tboqght tha end 
was so near. 

The fnneral of Mr. Shanley took 
place from the Cathedral Taaadajr 
morning, and that vast adlfioe was 
filled with the friends and aaaoelates 
of the deceased.

ill-feeling among the men. It ia be- 
liieved tdat the dlagmntled ones ar- 
ranged a djTiamlte bomb so that it 
would destroy the lives of the others.

One of the amall altora in tbe 
front part of the church was 
wrecked, several handsome fflass win- 
dows were broken, and a quantity of 
t'Tiii-r was dislodged. The 
(lama^fp to the church is estimated 
at $2,000. Several snapects were ar- 
rested br the police but later re- 
leased, 6t. Loaia Cathedral waa bail* 
more than 100 years ago. when 
Lontatana was a Spaniah provlnee.

Tomorrow in many 
churches luere will be procssaiona ot 
boys and girls, and the siatae of the 
Blessed Virgin will be crowned with 
ijurlands of flowers. Kvery night or 
morning, or Ixitli, the faithful will 
assemble in their parish churches to 
assist at tne mass, to recite the 
liosary, to hear iaBtmoti(nia''on the 
devotion to the blessed mother of 
(mmI or to receive the benediction of 
the .Most Blessed Sacrament. 

From the earliest Chrlatlan ages 
( ;i»tiolios have honored Mary, the 
mother of Jesus, in various ways, but 
the May devotions in her honor are 
of recent ori^^in <'c>mparatively. The 
Cntbolic church does not recogni/e 
May by any change in the mass or 
of flee, but ia 1S15 Pope Plua VII. 
granted an indnlgenee of 300 days 
dally to those who praottea Ike devo- 
tions at home or in chureb, and a 
plenary indulgence any one day in 
the month on condition of confession, 
coniin union and prayer f<ir the jn- 
tenlions of the Pope. The Catholic 
writers are not po.sitive when the 
May devotions began to be practiced. 

let one knows that they must 
have been practiced for eevefal cen- 
turies from tradition. In t.nslan(J 
the children have been at their May- 
pole dancea for so long that Sliakes- 
peare and 'J'ennyson have made them 
memorable in verse, 

\mon<5' the prayers reeited dtiring 
the May devotions none Is more fre- 
|uent than the Litany of the Blesaed 
Virgin, and in its last appeal to her 
« e su\ : "Queen of the Moat Holy 
Rosary, pray fur iig." The Rosary, 
to Catholics, is a crown of roses that 
lie r rtrfJ dren wish to bedeck the brow 
iif .iBt^WliiBi il Vtrgla — .Jm smsoUab. 
of the Bosary had its origin in the 
twelfth century through fit, Dominic, 
and since then it has become a great 
devotion among Catholios In every 
dims. 

Mny is the month of flowers, anti 
in our own country the month of 
eacly roses. Little (^lldran, from the 
tiny toti Jnat stole to walk to those 
of twelve and fourteen, are fre- 
quently found In these May-day pro- 
cessions. It is not at all infrequent 
to find the members of young men's 
and young ladies' sodalities either 
following or leading the little ones, 
not from a desire for display, but to 
bhow their davotlon to tbe awtasr of 

Uod. 

Here in Louisville there will be few 
if any churches without their May 
processions tomorrow and devotions 
throughout tbe month. In aome of 
them tiiere ■will be devotions both 
night and morning during the month, 
bin tbeae ara oafy rendered possible 
where there are more than one 
priest. 

.At St. Joseph's church the May 
ievations began last night with a 
|ni)ces.sion. T)urin!i tlic entire month 
special devotions will be held on Mon- 
day, I'uesday and Thnraday mornings 
at 7:30 o'clock, and on Wednesday, 
Vridaf and Saturday evenlnga at 7:30 
o'clodc. On Sundays the prayers for 
May will be recited during the vesper 
service at 2:30 o'clock.

bar, a Kentuckian. a Louisville boy. 
a graduate of her High School, and a 
naan who baa the 'best interestt; of 
this city at heart, though he may see 
thoae interesta through the stained 
glass of Sepublloaniam, has an- 
nounced his candidacy for Mayor 
sn^Ject to the aetion of his party;

1-hder <late of April 22 
he wrote :i stron!. :irti( le fakl^ng ex- 
ception to the presence f)f wdmen at 
the Missouri State Capitol, aii.i he 
minced no words, tnder the head of 
•Bear and Befcies" be said: 

"A curious ipectacle Is just now 
being presented to the world in Jef- 
ferson City. A small army of women 
have cauDped in the Capitol grounds, 
an<l they harry and buttonhole the 
Slate solons as they come and go 
fri>m their !alx>rs, 'screeching into 
tlieir ears arguments in favor of 
female suffrage and prohibition. 
Xliey seem to have made little im- 
pression on law makers as far the 
former meaiure ia concerned; 
they have abnost won the day in 
half of State-wide prohibition. I'hesa 
women should be aent to their 
homes; but they have no ho«nes; to 
their babies, but, alas, tliev have no 
bahie.^. There is a law 'requiring 
lobbyists to wear a l)a(lge and limit- 
ing their stay at the ( upitol. Whv is 
it not enforced regardless of se.vV 

"Wo have no use for wonjen in the 
pulpit and very litt)e for them on the 
rostrum. They may make good phy> 
^icians and' lawyers; but they are 
sadly out of place in partisan politics. 
Women can talk, and talk ecandal- 
•jiisly; Init we would confine their 
polemic eloquence to the back 
.stairs. If flie.se women in Jefferson 
( ity confined theniselve.s to .-idvocat- 
iiig femalo suffrage, the right of 
w(»men to hold political office, we 
might let them fight it out with the 
Legislature; but uiey nave gone far- 
ther and easay the role of political 
reformers, without waiting for a 
vote. They want prohibition as wide 
as the State and as deep as the 
Thirst nf the lopor, and thetr vtotoiit 
atid most intemperate demanda l)ave 
turned the beads of soone of our 
legislators. It is not necessary for 
ua to repeat the argumenta we have 
used from time to time in this paper 
against prohibition. Mnffice it ia to 
say that we consider it a fraud, a de- 
ceit and an hypocrisy. The male 
leaders in the movement are inter- 
mittent teetotalers, trying \n walk 
str.iiglit l)et\veen two debauches; or 
men wlio would prevent others the 
little pleasures they have no taste for 
theiiisehes; and that .simply to adver- 
tise their own sobriety or indulge a 
vulgar penchant for' meddling in 
other people's affairs. 

"But who are the women who 
would nail the lid on the whole State 
and clench it with a constitutional 
aiueiidiaent? They are women who 
have successfully held down the lid 
on child-tbearing; they are women 
who are on record a.s adviK-ating race- 
suicide; they are women who use 
marriage in a way which, if avowed, 
would land every one ot l^em in the 
State's prison. These women tell tbe 
men of the State: 'You shall not 
drink beer;' and tell the women of 
the State: 'You shall not have 
babies.' .\nd the first measure they 
advocate in the interests of tbe home, 
which, if they bad their way, would 
never e.\ist; and the second they 
champion in the name of tbe higher 
civilization of free-love and bam-/atd 
morality. Cloaing tbe aaloons to 
honest temperance and opening tbe 
buffets and dining rooms to 
hypocrisy ia like drying up the 
wombs o( the land to honest procrea- 
tion and reserving tbem to the uses 
of ignoble luat. "Ihese .sterilized 
women should be in tbe penitentiary 
scrubbing floors, and ii u in the Cap- 
itol darjooing weak-minded legis- 
lators. 

"Prohibition ia a farce and a fraud 
in practice;, and. if it were honeatly 
carried out would be an infamy. 
Under the law to he voted on in this 
State it will be unlawful to give away, 
sell or manufacture any Intoxicant 
within the borders of the State. Our 
Saviour supplied wine for the mar- 
riage feast of ( ana and He and hia 
disciples drank wine. If He were liv- 
ing today He migtit be put in prison 
as a manufacturer, and hia host
